Several instances are on re 
cord, and I will give only a few as 
proof of my assertion. Prof. P. A. 
Emery, of Chicago, had to sti^uggle 
up to his present jtosition through 
adversity, jealously and opposition in 
his effort to establish the Kansas 
School for deaf-mutes, and in starting 
the Chicago l>ay School for mutes ; 
the committee to arrange for the first 
National Convention of mutes had 
1 heir opponents through jealously and 
malice, yet they accomplished all that 
was required of them ; the pro- 
jectors of the N.>tional Deaf-Mute 
College bad to struggle through op- 
position to secure its charter ; Prof. 
Logan was compelled, through malicu 
ami jealously, to resign his place at 
I he head of a growing institution ; 
ProfJ French, was bi a like manner, 
.•ompelJed to leave the Nebraska In- 
stittUion which he founded; Prof. 
Wiilard was deprived of his situation 
through malice, and debarred future 
usefulness on a plea of insanity, 
tfter founding the Indiana Institution, 
itid witnessed it groiv Up to its pre- 
-iont grand proportions ; so haa it 
been with Joe Alount, of bis Arkan- 
sas School. Many other instances 
could be related. In every instance, 
the hearing persons have been put in 
their places, after they had smoothed 
their way. Prof. Emory is the oaly 
one holding his position against ail op- 
position. 

The world hatos new ideas. "A 
now idea, new discoveries or improve- 
ments have ever mot with the most 
determined opposition ; the world op- 
poses what it does not understand," 
so says Lord Bacon. I'rof. Morse 
had to surmount the most per.sistnut 
opposition in introducing bis great in- 
vention, the telegraph. The immortal 
Dr. Jenne.r, who discovered vacoinib- 
tion, was called an impostor and 
quack, and was not allowed to prac- 
tice medicine in London. How many 
millions now bless and revere bis 
memory. The inventors of the steam- 
boat and locomotive had tremendous 
opposition, but now their memory and 
genius are applauded. Columbus 
mot constant opposition for years be- 
fore he was enabletl to carry out his 
l)lans which eventually discovered 
America. In the dark ages, the art of 
teaching the deaf and dumb was ridi- 
culed and opposed. Lucretius, the 
eminent philosopher and i>oet, express- 
ed the :u',knowledged opinion of all 
classes, when he said.

.\ugustine commented on the words 
of the appostle," Faith comes by hear- 
ing, and hearing by tho word of God."

Tliere is no doubt bat tbo articula- 
tion scbools itre doing a great and 
good work in giving ctpeach to tlie 
deaf. There ia no qiichtion but such 
an end in to be desired. Speech ia an 
acquisition of which the deaf may well 
feel proad and for whicli they may 
be truly grateful. Combined with lip. 
reading, it forui.s tbc nearest approiich 
to the ordinary hearing person that 
can be made. We do not think there 
lit any one bat will agree with as \t} 
this. Bat, in t'-iix cr>nneclion, there ie 
one thing to bo deprcc.itccl, and tiiati«, 
the miaauderatandiog which seema to 
exiMt between those who are denf and 
dumb and tbo83 who are deaf but can 
■peak. The notion seems prevalent 
that the one is jeiloas of the other. 
Thia is all a mistake. Oar experience 
with both classes enables as to asBcrt 
that, while there exista, on each side, 
a knowledge of mistaken views held 
by the other, the spirit of jealousy 
is almost entirely absent. 'J'lie 
aemi-mates, as those \rho spe.'ik 
are called, naturally cnongb make fan 
of the peculiaritifs of the dcif-mnte, 
and he in turn ridicules whatever pe- 
ealiarity he observes in them. The 
deaf-niuto pities the lack of knowl- 
edge in the sign-l.tnguage which cLar 
acterizes the semi-mute, and the latter 
thinks how much better it would bf 
if the deaf-mute couMHpcak and would 
use the finger alphabet in preference to 
signs. Both sides are Biiti»fied, and 
all the controversy that may arise bc- 
> twe«ii tiiem amounts to nothing. Tbc 
recent Conference of Principals at 
Northampton, and also that at Alil.an, 
both have had a wrong effect upon 
o«r olasa. Tlie imi>ort of the resolu- 
-ti«iM seems to have been misinter- 
preted by a great many. Those who 
have been educated by the articnla- 
tion method are jubilant over tbc re- 
sult, and if any one donbts it be can 
be convinced by going into any 
gathering of deaf mutes (?) and wit 
nessing an articulation-taught young- 
ster explaining, in (ho latignage of 
•igns, to an incredulous crowd, why 
the nign-liingnage should never be 
resorted to. 

This bickering and qaarreling 
among ourselves will never result in 
any good to our clas?, and the sooner 
each side understands the other Ibe 
better it will be for both. It is to be 
expected that each clasi will prefer 
the system which luis been followed 
in their education, and no amount of 
argument will cbangc their decision. 
Such being the ease, it is to bo hoped 
that the bad feel-ng which is cropping 
out here and there will at once be sup- 
pressed. Whatever may be said, we 
win always be agreed upon one point, 
ftfaat wa will ever be a distinct class, 
thengb how near wc rnay bo made to 
resemble a bearing person is a ques- 
tion which the future only can dis- 
dpsa. That there are many wIk; 
can speak and read the lips with mar 
velous ability is well known, but even

4. Have they more difficulty tban 
most people in walking on a rail oi' 
leD«o t 

5. Are they poor riders on horse- 
back ? 

6. Are all the phennm<)na aggravat- 
ed after dark or by closing thd eyesT 

In the replies to some of these! 
questions. Prof. Porter has come 
»or6sH several new facts. Ho finds 
.lliitt Bomimutes, as a rule, do not be- 
come diz/,y by swift rotation, whili^ 
deaf-mut(^H universally do. On tlur 
otlnir hand, semi mules stagger more 
or less in walking, while denrmntes 
rsrely ever are trouble.d in that way. 
We believe something akin to this 
stibjdct has been di^-cusHiul in the 
.loouNAL, andt^hoidd Dr. Williams ar- 
ri<^e at any diSfiitito conclusions, llu^y 
will bo of niuoli interest to our cliiss.

We can, 
however, nay without being fnr wrong, 
that it was a regular old fa.Mhioned 
di^'play of (trf/uincitiniii <i'l hoiuinoti. 
The ludicrou.i elements of the con- 
lending pleas so outnumbered ad 
other eomideratiims that it was dif- 
lioult for the audience to keep their 
mirth under ])roper restraint. Of 
course a linal decision was reached, 
and this favored the Affirmative aide, 
though we are not quite sure if the 
parties who represented the Affirm.n- 
tivo believed in the reason they 
advanced in favor " single blessed- 
ness."

We attended all the sittings of that, 
and wiljiessed but ikrco uon college 
gentlemen read papers they had 
written. If their " mutish affairs" 
are to be out of the (piestion in cju- 
sidering (he term " (listinguished," 
■Mr. JJooth's fame rests solely upon 
liis being an e<lilor of a paper that 
does not treat of mutish affairs. Our 
i!as(> then is to i^resent tlie name of 
a (iollego graduate who holds a like 
position, and consequently is eepial in 
lame to Mr. Booth. If that is so we 
present the name of Mr. W. L. Hill, 
72, editor of the Al/wl 'J'ranscripl. 
Again, Afr. pjmery's fame rests on liis 
degrees, and his literary works, aiul 
while not desiring to express our 
opinion, we must say thut these mat- 
ters are being k(?enly criticised by the 
iSilent World. It is now left for us 
to show some poets who are the 
equals of " Howard Glyndon " and 
Angic! Fuller. We believe we could 
do so, but as a gentUsinau better 
acquainted with the sulijeot is shortly 
to publish an article on " Deaf-Mute 
Poetry," w(! jirefer to let that ques- 
tion rest for a while. If"Oommen- 
t«it()r " will wait, he will (ind that the 
(Jollcgn has given some ])oets to the 
world, equal to those he mentions. 
I''iniilly, we present the name of Mr.

We know of no deaf-mut,e about here 
or one who has been here lately go 
ing under such a name. The card 
was (evidently gottim \ip and poddlbd 
about by some hearing f(Ilow who 
was too iazy to earn an honest living, 
and eiideaviiiired to eke one out by 
playing off deaf and dumb, and thus 
receive the sympathy and nickles of 
those charitably inclined. We made 
inquiry nl tho store as tO' who bad 
Jofl it and were informed that it was 
n woman, who was no doubt a part 
iier of Wallace iu tho business. 

The orderlies for February, ns 
cho.'ieu by tho rospeolive classes, 
are Messrs. Vance and Clements and 
MisKCR Sawliill and White. Mr. Wiu. 
C5. Clark carries Uncle Hum's mail, 
Mr. Hchild looks aft(>r tho chapel and 
Mr Robinson commands the 11 stutiy 
with tho rank of monitor. 

There was another surprise party 
last Wednesday evening, th(ise thus 
lumored being Mr. and Mrs. C. Pier.

Firstly, let ns consider the possi- 
bility and necessity of a female col- 
lege equal to tho National College. 

How many jiersous think it possible 
for a femulo college to be a siu'cess * 
Perhaps there are very few who 
agree with Miss McComb, and 1 am 
among tho few. A full knowledge of 
cooking, -housekeeping, etc., is worth 
more to a deaf-mute lady than all the 
languages, l-rigouometry, etc., to be 
learned at a colJege. 

How many deaf-mute ladies think 
it necessary for them to pursue a 
higher education than a seminary 
affords? Very few ladies have ex- 
pressed their views through the 
columns of the Jouknai.., and if these 
are all who expect to got a college 
education, why, all they have to do is 
to walk into tho capitol and ask Con- 
gress lo erect a 12 by 15 frame build- 
ing, which will bo largo enough, and 
perhaps too large, for a schoolroom, 
dormitory, and dining-room, and be- 
sides it would hold all the " fearfully 
hard'' books and twice iho number of 
ladies who have iiskod for a college, 
iiul, before thej' go to work, I would 
advise them to be sure they have 
somebody who will ask their hand as 
soon as they are half through algebra. 
The desire to enter tho matrimonial 
circle would attract more ladies there 
than the desire for knowledge, 1 fear. 
If there is a muto lady in the United 
Stales who could enter college and 
arrive at the Junior class and say 
"No. thank you," to a proposition, or 
remain there in spile of a mother's 
calls to come and help her, as she is 
"getting old," I will take tho contract 
for erecting that framo building and 
charge nothing. 

I wish all the readers of tho Jour- 
nal, espetaally the ladies, to under- 
stand that I am not against an I'nstitu- 
tiou where ladies can obtain a higher 
education, provided tho government 
grant can be used to an advantage, 
but I think it could not. lum of the 
o|>lnion that if a college for muto 
liulies was erected, a primary depart- 
ment would be necessary, 
the time 1 have bi en among tho d(;af 
and <lumb, I have uotitsed sever.al 
semi inuto ladles express a desire to 
enter a college and know only one of 
them to bo able to do so. And even 
she is of the opinion, like myself, that 
a seminary educatiim is sufficient for 
any mute lady iu existence. She, 
perhaps, referring to the fact that iu 
a college, muto female graduates 
would bo rai*e birds. In this case, of 
what earthly use would a Senior class 
bo ? Again, all the knowledge a col 
lege could stutT into most. Hot all, deaf- 
mute ladies would disappear as llonr 
through a sieve. This is undoubtedly 
the caso with some male mutes, I 
must admit, hut they feel the respon- 
sibility whicti their future tlu'v)wa up- 
on them more than fair ones. 

.Before closing this subject, I would 
earnestly entreat " Mignou" and Oth- 
er ladies not lo Ay into a passion and 
declare their inti>ntiou of t»kiug the 
broom over me, as it will do no good, 
and I live too near the North polo for 
them to venture near ivithoat having 
to use snow and kerosene oil to take 
the fi'ost out of llieir toes. Now, as I 
have discussed tho Bubject, I re,-<pect- 
fuUy invite an answer from the other 
side, but, before any ono answers, let 
him convince himself that I bear no 
picjudiiw against anybody, siui have 
expi-osscd objections to a college only

3. The Tairer, Mrs. Fltgg, attracted 
most attention. 9he wiis fiishioiiably 
attired i)i a black silk tiics.s a. id wore 
a ftir lined clouk. Her age is consi- 
derably on the shady side of forty ; 
Hhc \b\ tall, slander, and a good sp* ci- 
nien of the sharp New Eii^l^nd wom- 
an. She eyed her delectable son-in- 
law through a pair of gold spectacles, 
and it was evident she came pre- 
pared to contribute till of her energy 
and ability towards his puni.shment. 
Her testimony was brief and to 
the point, anA in a brief cross-ex- 
amination by Mr. S. B. Witt, coun- 
sel for the prisoner, she di^phiyed 
considerable tact and smartneHS in re- 
partee. She testified that she Wiis 
the mother of Bella. C. Perrigo, wife 
of tiio prisoner, and was present at 
his marriage to her. She bad with 
her some of the curds of invitation 
to the marriage, and she exhibited a 
certificate of the marri.'ige of Isabella 
C. Flagg t(> Oncar E. Perrigo, in Bos- 
ton, on the 4ih of November, 1875, by 
the Rev. Lewis L Bri jf j^s. Continu- 
ing^, she deposed that Bella S. Perrigo 
is still living, and there ba« never 
been a divorce. A paper was then in- 
troduced by the Commonwealth's at 
tornos purporting to be a certificate 
of the marriage of Perrigo to Sarah 
E. Sylvester, of Boston, on May 21tf), 
1809, by Kov. H. M. King, of that 
city. Mrs. Flagg further testified 
that she had no proof of the first 
marriage except by letters. She 
heard that Perrigo was a mat ried man, 
and wrote a letter to Mrs. Sylvester 
in Nebraska She received a letter in 
reply from Sarah E. Perrigo, stating 
that Ohcar E. l*crrigo was a married 
man. I heard this while he was on 
liis marriage tour. Upon hia re- 
turn I showed him the letter. He 
said that he had been married before 
but that his wife was dead. 

Mrs. Gann, mother in law No. 3 
testifie'l to the marriage of her 
daughter with the prisoner, which 
had been corroborated by Mr. An- 
drew .Jenkins, clerk of the Hustings 
Court, of this city, who issned their 
married license. This closed the 
t<;»timony, and the police justice com- 
raittxid the prinoner to await the action 
of the Grand Jnry.
